000,000, persons in the United 
States, or approximately 1 per cent 
of the total population, are in the 
same fix, and most of them don’t 
know it. 

This revelation was made yester- 
day by Harry E. Hull, commissioner 
of immigration, in discussing some 
of the queer workings of the immi- 
gration laws. 

‘‘You can safely say,’ he asserted, 
“that there are more than 1,000,- 
000 people in this country today 
who can not claim citizenship of 
any land. A great majority of them 
are unaware of this, but quite a few 
of them who are don’t seem to 
care,”’ 

The commissioner explained that 
this huge total of ‘‘outcasts’’ was 
created targely by aliens who have 
overstayed their temporary entries, 
and by tourists, who, en route to 
some other country, stopped off 
here, found a job, and settled down, 
Many also came over the _ bor- 
ders when restrictions were less 
rigid, lost their original citizenship 
by remaining here too long, and 
then forgot or ignored American 
citizenship requirements. 

Hull said his bureau never seeks 
out these noncitizens, but often 
came in contact with them. Some 
are amazed to find out that they 
have no legal claim to any citizen- 
ship when they apply for passports 
or reentry permits; others learn 
about their status when they go be- 
fore a court to sue or in some oth- 
er legal proceeding. 

“It works the other way around 
too,’’ he asserted. ‘‘An American 
can go abroad and lose his citizen- 
ship here and there also if he is ig- 
norant or careless about the law.’’

BELL URGES RESIDENTS 
TO HELP WEED CAMPAIGK 


Commissioner Wants Citizens 
to Mow Park Spaces Ad- 
joining Their Homes.

Lieut. Col. J. Frankin Bell, en- 
gineer commissioner, yesterday 
made a pubic appeal to District res- 
idents and business men to mow the 
weeds in park spaces between side- 
walks and curbs before the hay 
fever season, and before seeds are 
scattered to augment the weed pest 
next year. Col. Bell sent the fol- 
lowing letter to Jesse C. Suter, pres- 
ident of the Federation of Citizens 
associations: 

“Property owners are expected to 
take proper care of- the public park- 
ing abutting their property. Insome 
sections of the 
Brookland and Michigan park, for 
example—home owners take great 
pride in the appearance of public 
parkings, but in many parts of the 
city parkings are neglected and 
weeds grow unchecked. 

‘‘Weeds should be cut promptly 
to prevent their becoming a menace 
to public health. 

‘“‘The marked success that attend- 
ed efforts of certain citizens’ asso- 
tiations in this regard leads me to 
suggest that you make more effort 
to have all associations interest 
themseves in keeping their areas, 
at least, free from weeds. 

“The trees and parking division 
of the District government will co- 
operate in these efforts to improve 
the health and appearance of our 
city. 
A similar letter was sent to Pres- 
ident R. P. Andrews, of the Mer- 
chants & Manufacturers association.

The controversy be-| 
tween Jean Theophile Landreau, a 
French scientist. and his American 
brother, John Celestin Landreau, 
and the government of Peru, result- 
ing from the discovery of guano and 
deposits in Peru in 1844, 
which was partially settled in Lon- 
don, Eng., on May 21, 1921, is now 
in process of final settlement, 
although the Landreau brothers are 
dead. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mellon, 
through Assistant District Attorney 
Leo A. Rover, petitioned the District 
of Columbia Supreme court yester- 
day for authority to pay into the 
registry of the court the sum of 
$91,877 to prevent a multiplicity of | 
suits against him and the Secretary | 
of State by the heirs of John Celes- 
tin Landreau, who was the heir of 
his brother Jean. While the heirs 
of the brother John contended that 
between $50.000.000 and $1090,000,- 
000 was due under the Peruvian 
law for the discovery of nitrate and 
guano, the arbitral commission, 
which sat before Viscount Robert 
B. Finlay, former high chancellor 
of England, fixed the sum of $125,- 
000 as the proper amount. From 
this sum the United States govern- 
ment deducted the cost of arbitra- 
tion-—reducing it to $91,877.

SGIENTIOT NOW SEERINE 
MIDGET HORSES ORIGIN; 


Dr. Gidley Begins Search for 
Stamping Ground of Pre- 
historic Steed. 


EARLIEST OF THE SPECIES 


Scientific research work designed 
to locate the stamping ground of a 
prehistoric five-toed midget horse 
has been begun by Dr. James W. 
Gidley, expert paleontologist of the 
Smithsonian institution. This five- 
toed creature is supposed to be an 
ancestor of the modern steed and 
antedates the eohippus, the dwarf 
‘‘dawn horse’’ of the eocene epoch. 

Dr. Gidley yesterday completed a 
series of models based on measure- 
ments of actual skeletons showing 
the evolution of the horse. These 
will be sent to Clark university, 
Worcester, Mass., whose faculty 
have requested . the’ specimens. 


Twenty similar sets of models have 
been constructed by Dr. Gidley 
for various scientific institutions 
throughout the United States. 

Only the five-toed progenitor is 
missing among the ancestors of the 
modern horse as sculptured by Dr. 
Gidley, and it is to remedy this defi- 
ctency as well as to solve a ques- 
tion that has long caused specula- 
tion among paleontologists that he 
will attempt to learn the original 
breeding place of this animal. Dr. 
Gidley believes the territory where 
the five-toed midget horse originally 
lived may be in the vicinity of the 
north pole, probably along the up- 
per coasts of Greenland. 

The eohippus, as depicted by Dr. 
Gidley, is only 14 inches high, and 
his predecessor would be even 
smaller, he believes. Gradually, ac- 
cording to the scientist, the horse 
has grown larger through the ages 
until it reached its present stature. 
Models of the evolutionary stages of 
the horse's development have been 
formed one-fifth their actual size 
for convenience of study by inter- 
ested persons, he stated. 


FRANCISCAN CHAPEL 
BUILDING COMPLETE 


Replica at Monastery to Be 
Dedicated by Naples 
Bishop Sunday. 


In the inclosure which  sur- 
rounds the Franciscan monastery 
at Fourteenth and Quincy streets 


northeast a chapel has just been 
completed which is an_e exact 
replica of the chapel in Assisi, 
Italy, in which the Order of St. 
Francis was founded in the year 
1209. ‘ 

The chapel is called the Porzion- 
cola chapel and has been erected 
on Rosary lane, just north of the 
church of the monastery. It will 
be dedicated at 3:30 o’clock Sun- 
day afternoon, August 1. The ded. 
ication will be made by Bishop 
John Carcaterra, of Naples, Italy, 
who came to America for the 
eucharist: congress in Chicago re- 
cently held, and has been in New 
York since the close of the con- 
gress. 

The work on the chapel began in 
the early spring. Its completion 
marks the erection in Washington 
of the features of a structure nearly 
800 years old. An important chap- 
ter of religious history had its 
setting in the original chapel. The 
order founded by St. Francis im- 
mediately spread all over Europe 
and has since extended over a large 
part of the globe.
